Steps Taken To Bjpmg

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. Uh — With 
ex-Chief Deputy Sheriff Albert Ful­ 
ler sentenced to life in prison, the 
state moved swiftly today to bring 
another defendant to trial for the 
murder of vice foe A. L. Patter­ 
son. 
Prosecutor Cecil Deason said 
Arch Ferrell, who was prosecuting 
attorney at Phenix City during the 
days when Fuller was chief deputy 
in the vice-infested town, probab­ 
ly will be tried in about two 
weeks. 
Fuller was held in the Jefferson 
County Jail atop the courthouse 
where he was tried. 
Chief Defense Atty. Roderick 
Beddow said he will appeal to the 
State Supreme Court and at the 
same time file a motion for a 
new trial. 
The 35-year-old 200-pound Fuller 
took the life imprisonment verdict 
calmly but his attorney said the 
veteran law officer was “dumb­ 
founded” at the outcome of the 25- 
day trial. 
Fuller’s pretty blonde wife, Avon 
was “heartbroken and in a state 
of shock,” Beddow said. The Ful­ 
lers have no children. 
More than 40 sheriff’s officers and 
Birmingham City policemen guard 
ed the courtroom against any dem­ 
onstration when the jury gave its 
verdict 22 hours l l minutes after 
it had received the case. 
Fuller is the first of three de­ 
fendants to be tried for the slay­ 
ing of the'Democratic nominee for 
attorney general who had sworn 
to rid Phenix City of the racke­ 
teering that had flourished there 
for decades. 
Patterson, a former member of 
the State Senate, won the nomina­ 
tion in the Democratic primary 
runoff June I. He was shot to 
death outside his Phenix City law 
office 17 days later. 
Indicted with Fuller and Ferrell 
was former Atty. Gen. Si Garrett,

Capital Gains 
Theory Hit 
By Fulbright 


Declares Inquiry In 
Senate Blasts Idea Of 
Holding Stocks Up 


WASHINGTON Uh — Sen. Ful­ 
bright 
(D-Ark) 
said 
today 
he 
thinks the Senate’s stock market 
inquiry has pretty well demolished 
a Wall Street argument that the 
capital gains tax has a lot to do 
with keeping stock prices high. 
Fulbright heads the Senate Bank­ 
ing Committee, whose “friendly 
study" of the market and its 18- 
month-old boom is in recess for the 
weekend. Its witness Monday will 
be 
William 
Mcc. 
Martin 
Jr., 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
Board. 
The inquiry has heard conflict­ 
ing testimony about the capital 
gains tax. 
Several witnesses from the finan­ 
cial community argued that it 
forces prices up. They contended 
people don’t want to sell stock if 
they have to pay a tax on their 
profits. Hie result, they say, is a 
smaller amount of stock for sale 
and hence a higher price. So they 
called for reduction if not elimina­ 
tion of the tax. 
The capital gains tax as it af­ 
fects larger investors now is 25 
per cent. That is, if a man sells 
stock at a profit he has to pay 
the government one-fourth of the 
difference between what he bought 
it for and what he sells it for. The 
tax applies to securities held six 
months or more. 
Fulbright told reporters he has 
seen little evidence to support the 
Wall Street argument that invest­ 
ors are “locked in"—that is, dis­ 
couraged from selling — by the 
capital gains tax. 
T think it is very clear," he 
said, “that there is very little 
support for the idea that the 
capital gains tax has any sub­ 
stantial effect on keeping market 
prices up." 
The Arkansas senator included 
more to the view of other wit­ 
nesses, including Harvord econo­ 
mist John Kenneth Galbraith, that 
repeal of the tax might push 
prices higher. 
Fulbright said lowering or elimi­ 
nating the tax might put more 
stock on the market for a short 
time. But the net result, he said, 
would be to make stocks more at­ 
tractive so that more and more 
people would want to buy them 
and ultimately prices would go 
back up. 
Hie market itself rounded out 
an unsettled week with a third 
day of decline after a general re­ 
covery on Hiursday. 
Some persons professed a belief 
the Senate hearing may have un­ 
settled 
the 
trading, 
but 
most 
analysts saw the decline as a 
necessary correction after the long 
advance two new highs. 
On another aspect of the in­ 
quiry, Fulbright said some tighten­ 
ing of securities laws may be can­ 
ed for to cope with mushrooming 
promotions of highly speculative 
stocks such as penny uranium 
shares. 
He said he wasn’t too hopeful of 
results, thought 
“This is the sort of abuse we’ll 
probably always have with us," 
he said, and much of the questiona­ 
ble trading and promotion, be­ 
cause it is carried on within single 
states, is beyond the reach of 
federal law. 


India Prime Minister Wards Off Assailant 
Nehru Foils Assassination 
Attempt By Knife Wielder 


BOMBAY, India Uh—Prime Min­ 
ister Nehru escaped assassination 
today by warding off a knife-wield­ 
ing assailant who jumped on his 
automobile near Nagpur, Central 
India. 
Police announced the arrest of a 
32-year old rickshaw puller, whose 
name was given as Basu Rao, and 
an unidentified second man in con­ 
nection with the attempt. 
Authorities reported Rao was 
carrying a six-inch knife. 
Unhurt and apparently unper­ 
turbed by the incident, Nehru com­ 
mented later: 
“It was a very small knife and 
not at all dangerous." 
The athletic Nehru said he would 
have taken the knife away from 
Rao himself “but in the meantime 
police attacked him and removed 
the man from the spot." 
Nehru dismissed the episode as 
of “no significance." He said his 
assailant was “a cranky person." 
There was no immediate an­ 
nouncement of any reason for the 
attack. Police said Rao was from 
the Maharashtra area. A Maha­ 
rashtra man was hanged for the 
1948 Assassination of Mohandas K. 
Gandhi. 
Nehru was driving from Sonegon 
Airport to the residence of R. S. 
Shukla, chief minister of Madhya 
Pradesh State, when the attack oc-

curred. He had arrived shortly be­ 
fore from New Delhi. 
Police said Nehru pushed Rao 
as the assailant sprang on the side 
of the open car. A security guard 


.on a motorcycle seized the man 
as he fell. He reportedly was taken 
to a hospital after being questioned 
by the police. 
Nehru spoke later at a meeting 
of state legislators in Shukla’s 
house. 
He was in jovial mood as he 
called newsmen to a conference to 
give his version of the incident. He 
said the whole episode only lasted 
IO seconds. 
Nehru said he was standing in an 
open car with the state governor 
and chief minister when a cycle 
rickshaw was pushed across the 
path of the procession. 
The rickshaw-driver ran toward 
the automobile and tried to reach 
the footboard and, according to 
Nehru, was seized by the police 
and the governor’s military secre­ 
tary before Nehru himself could 
have caught him. Nehru said he 
thought at first the man was trying 
to present a petition. 
As Nehru spoke, a woman legis­ 
lator emotionally demanded better 
security measures for the Premier. 
“We cannot afford to take risks," 
she said. 
“You don’t want to take risks?" 
quipped Nehru. “Then don’t take 
them." He said the security meas­ 
ures were efficient and he some­ 
times felt there was too much se­ 
curity. 
Italys’ Senate 
OK’s Arms For 
West Germany 


Approved Decisively, 
139-82, Over Bitter 
Opposition By Reds 


ROME Uh—Italy lined up today 
with the nations backing West Ger­ 
man rearmament as her Senate 
decisively approved the Paris ac­ 
cords over bitter Communist oppo­ 
sition. 
After two weeks* heated debate 
climaxed by Red street riots, the 
Senate okayed the agreements last 
night by a vote of 139-82, making 
Italy the eighth of the 15 nations 
involved to complete parliamen­ 
tary action. Italy’s lower House 
approved the pacts last Decern 
ber and they now only need 
final signing by President Luigi 
Einaudi. 
Riot police broke up one dem­ 
onstration near the Senate build­ 
ing and headed off others in many 
parts of the city. More than 500 
persons were taken into custody, 
including Communist Deputy Car­ 
la Capponi who had joined one 
shouting mob. Capponi was re­ 
leased as soon as he established 
his identity. 
In Milan several policemen and 
Red demonstrators were injured in 
a scuffle near the heart of town. 
Last night’s action was the 
strongest approval Premier Mario 
Scelba has won in the Senate on 
a major bill since he took office 
13 months ago. 
Scelba who will leave in about 
IO days for visits to the United 
States and Canada, said after the 
ballot: 
“The vote of the Italian Parlia­

Columbia Basin Hula 
Vast Irrigation Project 
Shaking Washington State 


OTHELLO, Wash. Uh — Shifting 
and swaying to the accompaniment 
of skin-prickling noises, a large 
farmland area near this eastern 
Washington community is being 
pushed around by the unfamiliar 
weight of irrigation waters. 
To the residents, subjected to 
nearly >200 quakes since Jan. I, 
it is at least disconcerting to see 
farm towers sway, walls crack and 
household pictures shift on their 
hangings. 
But geologists say the Columbia 
Basin hula is nothing to be con­ 
cerned about—this just isn’t an 
earthquake zone. 
Fred Jones, with the U.S. Geolog. 
ical Survey Office in Spokane, and 
other geologists say subterranean 
rock is shifting because of the 
weight of new irrigation in the Co­ 
lumbia Basin. 


Up to now the quakes and their 
accompanying rumble have been 
confined largely to a IO to 12 mile 
square wheat growing area. 
“They probably will continue for 
some time," Jones said, h ow ­ 
ever, “and they are apt to develop 
elsewhere in the basin. There is 
no danger of anything serious." 
He explains it all technically as 
“settlement in underlying basalt 
or interflows between them be­ 
cause of the increase in volume at 
ground water to the west." 
The ground water volume has 
been rising steadily since this vast 
area, formerly an arid desert re­ 
gion, was opened to farming by 
giant irrigation project.

Pope Acclaimed 
At Anniversary 
Of Coronation 
VATICAN CITY Gn-Pope Pius 
XII, robed in his gold-star-studded 
cape and wearing his triregnum, 
was acclaimed today, at an an­ 
niversary commemoration of his 
coronation. 
It was the first time in three 
anniversaries of the event, March 
12, 1939, that the pontiff was well 
enough to attend the ceremony. 
It was also the first time since 
he fell gravely ill last December 
that the head of the Roman Catho­ 
lic Church wore the heavy, bee­ 
hive-shaped triregnum, emblem of 
his high office. 
More than 5,000 pilgrims, tourists 
and Romans, packed the “ducal" 
and “royal" antechambers to the 
Vatican’s famous Sisteine Chapel.

The pontiff leaned down from his 
portable throne and repeatedly 
blessed the throng. 
In the Sistine Chapel, 18 cardi­ 
nals, many archbishops, bishops, 
other prelates and members of the 
diplomatic corps to the Vatican, 
representing more than 40 nations, 
waited to honor him. 
A high mass of thanksgiving was 
celebrated at the chapel’s altar, 
under the vast Michelangelo paint­ 
ing of the Last Judgment.

5th Atom Test 
Of ’55 Series 
In ‘Baby’ Gass 


Faint Flicker Seen 
In Los Angeles, 250 
Miles From Desert 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. tfV-The fifth 
atomic blast in the 1955 test series 
went off shortly before dawn to­ 
day, sending up its blinding flash 
and its mighty pressure wave 
rolling over the Nevada desert. 
The shot was less than major 
size. The blast, from a 300-foot 
tower at Yucca Flat at 5:20 a.m. 
was visible as a brilliant, short 
white flash in Las Vegas about 75 
miles away. The whiteness quickly 
tapered off into red. In Los Ange­ 
les, some 250 miles distant, the 
flash was like a faint flicker of 
white. 
Over the test site a white cloud 
went up from the blast. 
Before today’s Atomic Energy 
Commission test it had been an­ 
nounced that the Army Chemical 
Corps would test the power of a 
smoke screen during the blast to 
cut down thermal radiation on a 
portion of the test site. Army of­ 
ficials have announced that smoke 
screens can be used to protect vital 
areas from heat radiation but not 
from the blast or pressure wave 
and gamma radiation. The gamma 
rays are penetrating ones that can 
cause internal illness. 
That today’s test was in the 
“baby" category was indicated by 
the fact that observers did not feel 
the shock wave. During larger det­ 
onations the pressure wave is felt 
in Las Vegas about 7 minutes after 
the blast. 
After today’s detonation 
the 
white cloud rose to from 20,000 to 
25,000 feet There was a large puff, 
with a smaller puff on top of it 
The cloud quickly began dissipa­ 
ting. 
The blast was seen in Salt Lake 
City, 300 miles away, where L. 
Ranney, CAA weather forecaster 
described it as “weak and fleeting, 
somewhat like a lightning flash.” 
A half hour after the detonation 
the rising cloud had sheared into 
various lacers of zig-zag pattern 
and resembled a snake drifting in 
an eastward direction over Nevada 
skies. 
Photographers stationed at An­ 
gel’s Peak, about 45 miles from 
the test, said they heard and felt 
the shoclj blast. Hiey said they 
saw part of the fireball but that 
mountains 
apparently 
obscured 
some of it. These observers de­ 
scribed the blast as in the “medi­ 
um" or “baby" A-bomb category.

Little Guys 
Involved In 
Big Plunge 


None In Wall Street 
Or Washington Put 
Finger On Weakness 


NEW YORK Uh—'The stock mar­ 
ket tumbled off its record high 
perch this week in a resounding 
break—the worst in 15 years. 
The market has not taken such 
a tumble since the week of May 
18, 1940, wh£n the German armies 
invaded the Low Lands in their 
marcel on Paris. 
All of the key stocks were in­ 
volved in the slide. Little fellows 
went along down, too. 
Selling pressures were unrelent­ 
ing except for occasional rallies 
that served to underline what 
brokers called the market’s basic 
strength. 
What the market’s 
weakness 
was, n o n e in Wall Street could 
agree. Nor in Washington, for that 
matter, where the Senate Bank­ 
ing Committee under Sen. Ful­ 
bright was conducting a study of 
market conditions. 
In any event, The Associated 
Press average of 60 stocks plunged 
$7.20 on the week. The shock of 
the Germans marching across Eu­ 
rope in the early summer of 1940 
knocked the AP average down 
$8.10 during 
the woek ending 
May 18. 
' 
The general barometer of busi­ 
ness conditions this week pointed 
to fair weather for the steel in­ 
dustry, for the booming auto­ 
mobile business, for the railroads 
and for other bulwaks of the na­ 
tion’s economy. 
The stock market, however, was 
ailing. Last week the market ad­ 
vanced with the best showing of 
the past four months, and it reach­ 
ed a new high mark at the end 
of the week. 
On Monday, selling sent prices 
down moderately with aircrafts 
weak. Many brokers felt that the 
market was entitled to a dip after 
the 
sustained 
strength of the 
previous week. 
The Tuesday story was entirely 
different. A great rush to unload 
stocks sent prices reeling back in 
one of the heavier declines of re­ 
cent years. 
Selling intensity mounted Wed­ 
nesday with renewed fury. Prices 
weren’t hammered down as heav­ 
ily as the previous day, thanks to 
a rally at the close, but trading 
volume was better than 4*6 mil­ 
lion shares, an unusually large 
total. 
Hie late rally Wednesday car­ 
ried through Thursday, and for the 
first time the market was able to 
catch its breath. It closed moder­ 
ately higher. 
Selling was resumed Friday, and 
the market again was pounded 
down in what turned out to be the 
second heaviest fall of the week. 
Some brokers in Wall Street con­ 
tended that the inquiries launched 
by the Fulbright committee could 
have “triggered” the decline. It 
was debated whether the hearings 
forced the fall or merely served 
as a convenient excuse for the 
selling that would have come into 
the market in any event. Prices 
had been advancing steadily with 
no recent pause, and one was due. 
Some witnesses before the Ful­ 
bright study said the hearing had 
no effect on the market.

Polar Bears, Pipe Organ 
Fixtures Of Famed Store Go On Block 


By HAL BOYLE 
NEW YORK OP—If you want to 
invest your money in something 
that won’t lose value, you might 
consider sinking it in stepladders. 
“For some reason a stepleadder 
almost invariably brings as much 
at an auction as it would cost new 
at a hardware store,’* said O. 
Rundle Gilbert. 
Gilbert, who once sold a rare 
1853 penney for $5,300, is now han­ 
dling the biggest auction of his 
career—sale of the $10,000,000 fix­ 
tures and furnitures of the John 
Wannamaker department store. 
He estimates the 40,000 items 
scattered through the 25 acres of 
floor space in the 14-story building 
at 8th and Broadway will go for 
about $400,000. 
They range from ash trays to a 
$200,000 pipe organ. Gilbert is wor­ 
ried whether the pipe organ, which 
is larger than the average house, 
will fetch as high a price as the 
1853 penney. 
“It may even sell for less than 
it will cost to dismantle and re­ 
assemble it,’’ he said. 
There is more than a touch of 
sentimental nostalgia about the 
vanishing of the old store, whose 
friendly, unrushed atmosphere had 
won it a special place in the hearts 
of 
hurried 
and 
harried 
New 
Yorkers. 
I remember coming here as a 
small boy to shop with my mother 
when I still wore Buster Brown 
collars,’’ recalled Gilbert. “I shook 
hands with Mr. Wanamaker—every­ 
body called him ‘Uncle John,' and 
he knew hundreds of customers by 
name." 
Dust and silence now reign in 
the empty store where 7,000 people 
once worked. A few are still there 
to help out during the 10-day auc­ 
tion now under way. 
“Some of the store people are 
among the bidders," said Gilbert. 
“A few executives want to buy 
their old desks—and swivel chairs. 
Some stenographers would like to 
bid for their typewriters. A barber 
is after the chair he used here for 
many, many years." 
Among the items going under 
the hammer are 28 miles of car­ 
peting, 3Vz miles of show cases, 
four complete restaurants, an ice 
cream factory, IO delivery trucks, 
hundreds of cash registers. There 
are also 14 lonely looking gilded 
angels, 35 tremendous antique tap­ 
estries, 400 mirrors, 7 huge stone 
busts of famous musicians, and 5 


stuffed polar bears brought back 
by Adm. Byrd from an antarctic 
expedition, 
which 
Wanamaker’s 
helped finance. 
“The bidding will be hot for the 
trucks and the cash registers, 
said Gilbert, “but I’m afraid the 
price that the tapestries will fetch 
would break Uncle John’s heart if 
he were alive. They have a tre­ 
mendous historical value, but who 
has room to hang them today? The 
vogue for the modern ranch home 
has done more than anything else 
to hurt the market in antiques. 
“I could probably get a $150 to 
$200 bid for a polar bear rug, but 
what wife wants a whole stuffed 
polar bear in her living room?" 
After watching Gilbert auction 
off some tall fireproofed artificial 
Christmas trees for $27.50 each, I 
wandered through the empty men’s 
department. Before the last war 
Frances had let me splurge there 
by buying a covert topcoat for $35, 
anc afterward we had celebrated 
by dining upstairs. 
We were short of money then, 
and it had been quite a spree for 
us. It gave m e an odd feeling to 
realize I still have this old coat, 
and wear it on raw, wet winter 
days.

CINCINNATI WPI — Flourishing 
international trade is a major in­ 
fluence for a stable world, says 
Herbert V. Prochnow, a vice presi­ 
dent of the First National Bank of 
Chicago. 
Without such trade, he told a 
University of Cincinnati meeting 
last night, every nation would em­ 
bark on economic programs of 
self-sufficiency. Eventually some 
states would hold others in econo­ 
mic bondage. 
“The distribution of the bounty 
of the world would be based on 
power politics and the resulting 
illogical, inefficient maldistribution 
would breed unrest and dissatis­ 
faction,” he said. “Historically, 
when these economic pressures 
have become great, nations have 
engaged in what may properly be 
called the cooperative suicide of 
war.” 
Through expansion of interna­ 
tional trade the tensions of the 
world can be lessened, the banker 
contended, and the peoples in all 
nations will benefit through higher 
living standards.

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The Postal Tug-Of-War 
The administration has resumed its efforts to 
make the 
Post 
Office more nearly self­ 
supporting and to improve postal service. For 
the second straight year, President Eisenhow­ 
er has ashed for increases in postage rates as 
well as postal employes' wages. 
Congress last summer voted a five per cent 
pay boost for postal workers but refused to 
approve increases in mail rates, so the Presi- 
dent vetoed the bill. There are signs Congress 
may be inclined to do tile very same thing 
again this year. 
No hearings have yet been held on the bill 
to increase postage rates but the House Post 
Office Committee voted an average 7% per 
cent increase in pay for a half million postal 
employes, with a minimum hike of 6 per cent, 
and the Senate committee has agreed to report 
a similar bill with perhaps an even larger 
increase. 
It is quite obvious that Congress finds it much 
easier to recognize the needs of postal workers 
than the efficacy of bringing the 'income and 
outgo of the Post Office Department into closer 
balance. 
Postal workers, to be sure, are deserving of 
more money, but there is slight justification 
for running the postal deficit into higher figures 
to achieve it. The answer is a simple one. 
Rates across the board should be increased 
not only to compensate for higher wages but 
to cut further into the deficit, which in 1954 
was almost 400 million dollars. 
The Post Office Department, fundamentally, 
is a public utility, and its costs should be met 
by its users and not from general tax revenues. 
Almost everyone, some time or other, uses the 
postal service. Some use it considerably more 
than others, the large-scale user of the reduced- 
rate classes, for example, being a bigger volume 
customer than the private individual. 
Each class of mail is designed to perform a 
service for those who find it advantageous to 
use it, and it is the administration's view that 
the user generally should pay enough postage 
to cover the costs in each such category. 
The Congress historically has gone along with 
the position that the post office is essentially 
a public service and that postage rates should 
reflect the contribution of each class of mail 
to the general welfare. Advocates of this con­ 
cept assert that, inasmuch as the postal serv­ 
ice is carried on in the public interest, a part 
of its costs may legitimately be charted to the 
general taxpayer. 
The administration may have to compromise 
with this concept but it is pretty generally 
agreed that unless Congress comes up with some 
form of rate relief, any attempt to increase 
postal wages will be strongly resisted. 
The two will be tied that closely together as 
long as red is the predominant color on the 
balance sheet. 


Be Slow To Judge 
Six American servicemen, repatriated after 
having been held captive by the Communists, 
have faced trials on charges of committing 
treasonable acts against the United States. 
Five have been convicted. A sixth, Maj. Am­ 
brose H. Nugent, has been acquitted. 
All were accused of collaboration with the 
Reds. Almost without exception, the defendants 
have pleaded that they were forced to sign 
documents, do missionary work for communism 
among their fellows and broadcast praise of 
their captors. 
At their court-martial trials, an earnest ef­ 
fort was made to determine how much of such 
collaboration was forced or offered just to gain 
favors or minimize harsh treatment and how 
much represented a willful and permanent ad­ 
herence to the principles of communism. 
All of the reports from ex-prisoners of war 
indicate that the hardships forced upon them 
and the attempts at conversion were so great 
that the temptation to pretend collaboration 
must have been overwhelming. 
Some were able to resist better than others 
with no question of patriotism involved. 
But before we pass judgment on the unfortu­ 
nate victims of brainwashing, it might be well 
to contemplate what our own reactions might 
be under similar exposure to inhumane treat­ 
ment.

‘Why Is Billy Graham So Popular?’

Gearye Sokolsky b e r m ratio 
to the total population of New 
York, it is larger than a prize­ 
fight, a basketball game, or a po­ 
litical speech draws in this city. 
The question must then arise: 
Why is Billy Graham so popular? 


THE ANSWER IS quite simple: 
He talks religion. Too many cler­ 
gymen, in their sermons these 
days, do not talk religion. They 
talk about everything else. They 
review books of temporary value; 
they review Broadway plays; they 
are amateur psychiatrists; they 
go in for social action; they turn 
the pulpit into a political forum. 
They do not talk of man’s rela­ 
tions to God and the evil of sin 
and of the consequences of infrac­ 
tions of the moral law. 
Except for the very few who pos­ 
sess extraordinary histrionic and 
forensic talents and the other few 
who 
do, 
exceptionally, 
devote 
themselves to the task of being 
God's messengers, their sermons 
become tiresome and are often 
trite, and the congregants find golf 
more amusing or give themselves 
a few hours to "Do It Yourself’ 
occupations at home. 


THAT IS WHY Billy Graham 
draws such crowds. The man is 
not a great preacher, in the style, 
let us say, of Henry Ward Beech­ 
er, but he reaches the conscience 
of an era that seeks God all over 
again. 
fhe clergy of all denominations 
might learn something from the 
phenomenon of Billy Graham, just 
as they might have learned some­ 
thing from Bishop Fulton Sheen 
or Norman Vincent Peale. I have 
heard Catholics criticize Bishop 
Sheen, for being a showman, but he 
reaches men’s minds and hearts 
and they understand what he says 
and they find comfort and guid­ 
ance in his ministrations. 
I once had quite a quarrel with 
a Protestant clergyman over Nor­ 
man Vincent Peale. This clergy­ 
man arbitrarily insisted that Peale 


was not a Christian because he did 
not preach his particular brand. 
I made the point that Peale — this 
was before his astounding success 
as an author and on radio and 
television — could fill his church 
with people who would not go else­ 
where. 
In our disturbed period, men and 
women turn to God for peace and 
comfort They want to hear God’s 
word. Call it escapism, if you 
please, but they are not escaping 
to voluptuousness and drunken­ 
ness. 


THEY ARE ESCAPING from 
the unreality of fear of the atom 
to the reality, for them, of the life 
eternal. It is a wholesome re­ 
sponse to the challenge of the con­ 
fusions of our times. For many, 
who have been lost in the maze of 
argumentation and confusion, it 
opens a door to a new and rich 
experience. 
The churches of God are not 
public forums nor are they substi­ 
tute pews for the couch of the psy­ 
choanalyst. The clergymen are 
not important as editorial writers 
who read complex studies on so­ 
cial problems. There are others 
to perform such wonders. The 
following paragraph was issued by 
an important religious denomina­ 
tion: 
"There 
is 
growing up over 
against communism a fanatical 
negativism. Totally devoid of . a 
constructive program of action, 
this negativism is in danger of 
leading the American mind into a 
spiritual vacuum. Our national 
house, cleansed of one demon, 
would invite by its very emptiness, 
the entrance of seven others. In 
the case of a national crisis this 
emptiness could, in the high sound­ 
ing name of security, be occupied 
with ease by a Fascist tyranny.”

He is Dick 
Deverall, Far Eastern representa­ 
tive of the AFL’s Free Trade 
Union Committee. 
Deverall* is returning at the 
special request of the Internal Se­ 
curity subcommittee and the AFL. 
The emergency call went out to 
him 
after 
Federal 
Narcotics 
Bureau chief, Harry Anslinger, 
testified before the committee — 
and said that the AFL representa­ 
tive in Tokyo is the "best author­ 
ity in the world” on the sovietized 
Chinese special opium T r a d e 
Bureau, which is a subdivision of 
Peiping’s Ministry (rf Finance. 
It was decided at this hearing 
that the AFL be requested to rush 
Deverall back from Tokyo, where 
it maintains its central Far East­ 
ern headquarters, similar to the 
European one run by Irving Brown 
in Paris. 


THE SENATE GROUP'S associ­ 
ate. counsel, Dick Ahrens — a 
specialist who heads the commit­ 
tee’s little publicized task force 
charged with watching Communist 
infiltration of unions — telephoned 
the AFL headquarters late Tues­ 
day. The AFL officials agreed to 
summon Deverall. The Senate in­ 
vestigators also cabled him. 
Deverall wired that he would fly 
back before April I. So the com­ 
mittee will hold off all hearings 
until he takes the stand.

IT WAS TO SUCH activities that 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles referred when he said the 
other day "subversion. . .at the 
moment . .is perhaps the great­ 
est danger to the area (Asia). . .” 
To 
promote 
such 
subversive 
activities this special section of 
the WFTU furnishes illicit drugs 
to Communist groups and agents. 
The sale of these Red Chinese 
drugs, such as philopon and heroin, 
not only raises desperately need­ 
ed foreign exchange for Peiping, 
but it turns addicts i n t o Soviet 
agents and provides them with 
money for the corruption of Orient­ 
al unionists. 
It also pays for propaganda in­ 
side vitally needed unions in Ma­ 
laya, Macao. Hong Kong, all of 
Japan and Indonesia. And if the 
war now being predicted by some 
experts flares in the Orient, this 
narcotics trade will help pay for 
the enemy’s weapons. 


DEVERALL IS detailedly famil­ 
iar with all this and will put in the 
record the extent of the subversion 
of Asiatic unions and their leaders 
by the money made through this 
narcotics trade. It is now roughly 
60 million dollars a year, much of 
Which comes from Soviet-Chinese 
agents operating in Hawaii and on 
our West Coast. 
This World Federation of Trade 
Unions has its supporters and even 
former officials in the U.S. Among 
those who once were active in the 
WFTU are notorious West Coast 
waterfront leaders in San Fran­ 
cisco. I don’t name them here be­ 
cause I don’t wish such references 
to interfere with government ac­ 
tion against them.

Time For Decision 


Internal Unrest Restrains Red Aggressors 


By David Lawrence 


The statistical department of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co.

As the sensitive eyes of a jit­ 
tery world scan the headlines each 
day to find out if a general war 
might break out in the Far East, 
it is astonishing how little about 
the actual intentions of the Com­ 
munists are known anywhere. 
There is, in fact, a "war of 
nerves” going on, with a con­ 
siderable amount of bluffing being 
done privately and openly by the 
Communist authorities in Peiping 
and Moscow. 
What bewilders the public is the 
contrast between what Foreign 
Secretary Eden says and what Sec­ 
retary Dulles says. It would be 
easy to infer from surface indica­ 
tions that there is a rift, but a 
closer examination of the speeches 
as well as the dispatches leads to 
a strong impression that London 
and Washington are well aware of 
what each is doing in a construc­ 
tive effort to prevent a war from 
breaking out. 
It is natural for Britain, with its 
colonial possession in the offshore 
island of Hong Kong, to speak in 
hopeful terms about "two Chinas 
—Formosa and Red China” and to 
express vague hopes about the ulti­ 
mate admission of Red China into 
the United Nations. This gives 
Peiping an idea that perhaps Lon­ 
don will play the role of inter­ 
mediary, especially with its close 
ties to India, another mediating in­ 
fluence. 


AT THE SAME TIME the United 
States government is faced with 
the realities of a possible outbreak 
of war in the Far East, and it is 
America alone 
which 
will 
be 
obliged to use military force in the 
area around Formosa. So the real 
key to what will happen by way 
of retaliation is in Peiping and 
Washington. 
The Soviet government is trying 
to restrain the Red Chinese, while 
the British are giving the impres­ 
sion they are trying to restrain 
the "impulsive Americans.” 
The game of bluff and counter- 
bluff is going on every day inside 
diplomatic channels, with nobody 
quite sure what the other fellow 
may do. This is a typical illustra­ 
tion of a situation in which an 
overt act can be committed and a 
big war brought on by the miscal­ 
culations of one side or the other. 
The simple military facts of the 
whole situation, however, are per­ 
haps the best answer to all doubts. 
Red China will not dare to fight a 
major war against the United 
States forces, particularly since 
Dulles now has made it clear that 
any attack on Formosa might lead 
to a war against Red China on all 
fronts, including North Korea—and 
he means, of course, by air power. 
There are plain hints, too, that 
nuclear weapons will be used rath­ 
er than conventional assaults by 
ground armies of invasion. 


SOME DEMOCRATIC senators 
are openly complaining that Dulles 
hasn’t been able as yet to convince 
the Red Chinese that America 
“means business.” Possibly the 
reason is that some Democrats 
tried to limit the president’s pow­ 
ers when the recent resolution to 
protect Formosa was before Con­ 
gress, and this has been followed 
by a lot of argument from some 
of the same sources that maybe it 
would be a good idea to have the 
Nationalists give up the offshore 
islands. 
Under such circumstances, it is 
difficult to convey impressions of 
firmness. But the inside story is 
that the President and Dulles work­ 
ed out their policy some time ago. 
It is this: If the Red Chinese were 
to invade Quemoy and the Matsu 


islands and could take them with­ 
out stacking Formosa or the Pes­ 
cadores Islands, it is not likely 
that American forces would be en­ 
gaged at all. 
The military men say this is im­ 
possible. They declare that the 
moment the invasion of the islands 
starts. Nationalist air power will 
come into play and that, once the 
fighter planes and bombers of both 
sides begin banging away at each 
other, there will be a pursuit to 
Formosa territory by the Reds and 
the United States will be instantly 
involved. 
Red Chinese officials must know 
all this. They keep on talking nev­ 
ertheless of an attack on Formosa 
as well as on the offshore islands, 
and they refuse to discuss any 
“cease fire.” 


THIS IS TYPICAL Oriental tac­ 
tics, as they play for time and for 
negotiations which they think will 
end in appeasing them one way 
or the other. The United Nations 
record of refusing to apply maxi­ 
mum power in Korea is coming 
home to roost now, and it is to be 
hoped that the United S t a t e i 
doesn’t have to use force in order 
to prove that it really means what 
it says. The Red Chinese aren’t 
likely to attempt to get such proof, 
for it would be fatal to them. 
To Red China, war could mean 
internal revolution. For Soviet Rus­ 
sia, it could mean burdens she 
would not wish to assume in view 
of the delicate situation among her 
own satellites. So the war scare 
is still mostly in the headlines. It 
has little substance. 


Religion In And On The Job 
Shall We Go To Church? 


By Eugene Carr 


The results of an interesting sur­ 
vey on the question of church 
attendance among employes were 
published some time ago in a na­ 
tional personnel consultants’ bulle­ 
tin. 
The survey had been conducted 
in representative businesses and 
industries 
across 
the 
country. 
Only one question was asked — 
“Do you attend church regularly, 
occasionally, or not at all?” The 
work record of each individual 
who answered this question was 
then checked to determine if there 
might be a relationship between 
his church attendance and his 
work habits. 
The 
survey 
showed 
approxi­ 
mately 50 per cent of the em­ 
ployes interviewed attend church 
regularly. 
One-fourth 
answered 
they attend occasionally, and the 
remaining fourth said, "Not at 
all.” 
When the work records were 
studied, it was found that in al­ 
most every instance the regular 
church-goer had a good record, 
was steady and dependable in 
his employment, above average 
in productivity, and experienced 
less difficulty in his life. By the 
same token, those who attended 
church only occasionally did not 
measure up quite so well on the 
job, and those who answered "Not 
at all” were least dependable, had 
the poorer production records, 
and were inclined toward trouble 
on and off the job. 
Of course, this does not mean 
that every worker who doesn’t 
attend church isn’t a good work­ 
er. Nor does it mean that a 
churchgoer is necessarily a bet­ 
ter worker than one who does not 
attend. 
These are average figures and, 
without doubt, there are many fine 
workers who attend church only 
occasionally or not at all. 
But it is certainly understand­ 
able that there would be a rela­ 
tionship between church attend­ 
ance and good work habits. The 
challenge 
laid 
down 
in 
our 
churches week after week is the 
challenge to live right, think right 
and be right, and that means on 
the job as well as in the home 
and in our social contacts. 
The church challenges us to be 
reliable and resourceful, honest in 
our efforts, and proud of our 
achievements. It challenges us to 
be what we know we ought to be, 
in our work, in our play, in all our 
dealings with others. 
These art desirable character 
traits in an individual, no matter 
who ha is or what bt does, lf he 


I has them, they will be inter-re- 
; lated in all the facets of his life 
—in his church work, in his fam- 
I ily responsibilities, and on his 
| job. If he doesn’t have them, his 
church is one place where he can 
I be exposed to them. 
There are many different rea­ 
sons why people start going to 
church in the first place, but there 
is always and eventually one rea­ 
son why they keep right on going. 
In the church of their choice they 
find an atmosphere of peace, a 
sense of well-being, an inspiration 
to look upward, and a spiritual 
contact with God. 
An employe put it this way one 
day "Sundays come just about 
often enough to keep me out of 
trouble. You see, I’m inclined to 
start wavering along about Friday 
or Saturday! Then comes Sunday 
and church, and I get back on the 
track.’’ 
Atomic Power 
The Rural Electrification Admin­ 
istration is slowly preparing for 
the coming of atomic power. But 
much too slowly to suit some 
power cooperatives. 
The REA is the government 
agency that provides loans to co­ 
operatives 
that supply 
electric 
power on the farms. 
The National Rural Electric Co­ 
operative Association, a service 
organization in Washington for the 
farm power co-ops, wants the REA 
to jump into atomic power re­ 
search with both feet so that the 
co-ops will not be left out when 
atomic power becomes economi­ 
cally competitive. 
The position of the REA was 
stated by Administrator Ancher 
Nelsen, at a closed-door hearing of 
a House Appropriations subcom­ 
mittee last week. Nelsen said: 
"We can make a loan to build 
an atomic energy plant provided 
the costs of fuel are cheaper than 
any other which are available for 
use.” 
He said the agency was assum­ 
ing 
that atomic 
power 
would 
eventually be cheaper than con­ 
ventional fuels but its cost would 
have to be reduced 50 to 65 per 
cent before it becomes economical­ 
ly competitive. 
In the meantime, he said, the 
REA is surveying the co-ops to 
determine their interest in atomic 
power.

Storms Abate 
After Causing 
Eight Deaths 


Millions In Property 
Damage Reported In 
Widespread Areas 


By The Associated Press 
Storms which struck devastating 
blows in wide areas of the coun­ 
try yesterday, causing millions of 
dollars damage to property and 
crops, abated today. The stormy 
weather was blamed for at least 
eight deaths and injured a score 
of persons. 
The winter season’s most severe 
dust storms in the Southern and 
Central Great Plains appeared to 
have caused the heaviest mone­ 
tary damage. In Colorado alone, 
the loss of half of the state’s piree 
million acres of winter wheat was 
estimated at 50 million dollars. 
The dust area early today ex­ 
tended across Kansas into southern 
Missouri and northern Arkansas 
but the Weather Bureau reported 
there was no blowing dust. 
The tornadoes, wind storms and 
thunderstorms which struck across 
Midwest and Eastern areas yes­ 
terday caused extensive property 
damage. 
Communities in east central In­ 
diana, Ohio and Pennsylvania suf­ 
fered 
heaviest 
property 
losses. 
Winds were clocked at 92 m.p.h. 
in much of the area. 
The property damage in Penn­ 
sylvania was estimated at more 
than a million dollars. It was ex­ 
pected to total more than a million 
dollars in Ohio and nearly a mil­ 
lion dollars in Indiana. 
A U.S. Steel ore bridge at Rank­ 
in, Pa., near Pittsburgh, buckled 
from the winds, causing an esti­ 
mated million dollars damage. 
Lightning struck a transformer 
in Union City, Ind., on the Indi-j 
ana-Ohio line, starting a fire that 
caused damages of $500,000 in the 
heart of the city. 
Although heavy rains pelted the^ 
Ohio River Valley basin, the U.S. j 
Weather Bureau at Pittsburgh saw I 
no new threats of flood from the 
big Ohio River. The river on its 
worst rampage in seven years, ap­ 
peared to have moderated. 
A few thunderstorms were re-; 
ported early today over the east, 
central part of the country and in 
the central Missouri Valley. Light 
rain also continued over western 
Washington 
and 
Oregon 
while 
showers and snow flurries were 
reported along the western slopes 
of the Rockies. 
Mostly fair 
or partly 
cloudy 
weather was reported in other sec­ 
tions of the country. 
Below freezing extended from 
northern New England westward 
across the northern Great Lakes 
and into North Dakota, Montana 
and most of Wyoming.

CLEVELAND Uh — Cleveland, 
honored but surprised and ap­ 
prehensive, started getting ready 
today to play host in 1959 to the 
Pan-American Games. And it look­ 
ed like it would take all of four 
years. 
The 
Pan - American 
Congress, 
meeting at Mexico City yesterday, 
accepted an invitiation offered in 
Cleveland’s name by State Auditor 
Jam es A. Rhodes, former mayor 
of Columbus, Ohio; former presi­ 
dent of the U. S. Amateur Athletic 
Union and onetime candidate for 
governor. 
Cleveland first heard about the 
plan last Friday when Rhodes call­ 
ed at the Chamber of Commerce, 
the Convention and Trade Show 
Bureau and the mayor’s office be­ 
fore flying to Mexico. 
Mayor Anthemy J. Celebrezze 
said 
his 
“understanding 
w i t h 
Rhodes was that this would cost 
us nothing but the money would be 
raised.” The mayor estimated the 
bill might come to two million dol­ 
lars, which would have to come 
from contributions. 
The Cleveland AAU said Rhodes 
had not talked the m atter over 
with its members. Jam es Lee, 
local secretary, declared the city 
just did not have the facilities. The 
games drew 125,000 daily for 16 
days when they were held at 
Buenos Aires in 1951. 
Cleveland has a huge municipal 
stadium but Lee 
said

Lee said that might be pos­ 
sible inside the breakwater in 
Lake Erie, if the water were calm 
enough.

Lions Club Hears 
Pioneer In Liberia 
Rubber Production 
A man who helped pioneer Amer­ 
ican rubber plantations in the Af­ 
rican republic of Liberia 30 years 
ago spoke and showed a film to 
the Lions Club Friday noon at the 
Travelers Hotel. 
Fred L. Helm of the public re­ 
lations department of the Firestone 
Tire & Rubber Co. told how the 
country has been modernized and 
rubber growing has been put on 
a mass production basis since his 
company founded its first planta­ 
tion in 1925. 
An accompanying film, “liber­ 
ia,** showed production of crude 
rubber from the clearing of forest 
land through the planting of seed­ 
lings to the harvest and shipment 
of the crude product. 
Helm explained L i b e r i a was 
founded in 1847 as a republic mo­ 
deled after the United States gov­ 
ernment by freed slaves who be­ 
gan migrating there 25 years ear­ 
lier. He said when he arrived in 
1925 the country bad less than 50 
miles of roads, no communications 
except native runners and its cap­ 
ital city, Monrovia, was without 
paved streets. 
Liberia is well suited to rubber 
production because its coastal rain­ 
fall averages 150 to 200 inches a 
year, he said. A rubber tree needs 
a minimum of 80 inches annually, 
Helm explained. 
Liberia has a good road system. 


with 1,500 autos in use, and many 
modern facilities like sewers, ra­ 
dios, sanitary water plants and 
large airfield, Helm said. Firestone 
encourages native rubber farmers, 
whose annual production is about 
5 million pounds, he said. Fire­ 
stone employs 30,000 on 90,000 acres 
planted to rubber with annual pro­ 
duction of 75 million pounds, he 
added. The company provides free 
schools, health service and other 
facilities for the native workers, he 
added. 
Helm was introduced by Harry 
Faulk, president. Faulk announced 
the club’s Board of Directors has 
approved a $10 contribution to the 
Red Cross campaign. It has or­ 
dered glasses for two children from 
the SightrSaving Fund and author­ 
ized the examination of four oth­ 
ers, he said. 
Robert Smith invited the club to 
an appearance of the West Vir 
ginia University concert b a n d 
April I at Chester High School, 
sponsored by Chester Lions.

WASHINGTON <fL-The outcome 
of the Senate battle over an in­ 
come tax cut appeared so close to­ 
day that both Democratic and Re­ 
publican leaders took iteps to 
guard against absentees. 
With the showdown vote set for 
next Tuesday or Wednesday, word 
went out to all senators to cancel 
any engagements which might take 
them away from Washington for 
those days. 
Sen. Byrd (D-Va) and Republi­ 
can Senate leaders continued to 
express confidence they had the 
votes to turn back any tax cut 
plan by a slim margin. 
But Democratic 
leaders 
still 
were trying to build up steam for 
their proposal to give a 908 million 
dollar annual income tax reduc­ 
tion to lower-income families. 
Both sides agreed yesterday to 
limit debate starting Tuesday. The 
agreement calls for four hours of 
discussion of the tax cut plan, two 
hours for any other proposed 
amendment, and two hours of 
general debate preceding the final 
vote. 
Other than the tax cut, there was 
little controversy over the bill, 
which would extend for one year 
corporation and excise tax rates 
now scheduled to drop on April I. 
In the second day of floor debate 
yesterday, 
Sens. 
Lond 
(D-La), 
Humphrey (D-Minn), Neuberger 
(D-Ore), Barkley (D-Ky) and Gore 
(D-Tenn) among others spoke out 
for the tax cut. 
It appeared likely the absentee 
situation would be a stand-off with 
each side lacking one of its votes. 
Sen. Margaret Chase Smith (R- 
Maine) is traveling in the Far East 
while Sen. Kennedy (D-Mass) is in 
Florida convalescing from a ser­ 
ious operation last fall. 
Humphrey in his floor speech 
gave an indication of how close 
the outcome might be. Addressing 
Sen. Langer (R-ND), the only Re­ 
publican who bas announced for the 
income tax reduction, the Minneso­ 
tan said: 
"You just get us two more 
Republicans to go along with you, 
and we’ll do business on our 
amendment.” 
Langer answered with a smile, 
“I’m lucky to have my own vote.” 
Some Democratic sources were 
hinting they had some hope of 
picking up the vote of Sen. Mc­ 
Carthy (R-Wis). But McCarthy told 
a reporter he was not taking any 
position as yet. 
Meanwhile, it was learned that 
Sen. McClelland (D -Ark), who 
originally had opposed the $20-for- 
everybody tax cut voted by the 
House, was inclined to favor the 
substitute pushed by Democratic 
leaders. 
The tax cut in the substitute 
would amount to less than half of 
the $2,200,000,000 revenue loss of 
the $20-for-everybody reduction in 
the House bill. 
The cut in the Senate Democratic 
leaders* version would amount to 
$10 a person in most cases, but 
generally would be limited to fam­ 
ilies with incomes of $5,000 or 
less.. 
The substitute also would repeal 
other tax benefits voted last year 
to corporations and stockholders 
to provide revenues to offset the 
income tax reduction.

Ohioan Arrested 
In Connection With 
Murder In Italy 
CLEVELAND (J)—Ernest Navar­ 
re, attorney for a man arrested 
at Lima, Ohio, said today he would 
demand the government prove his 
client is the person wanted in 
Italy for a 1922 ambush murder. 
U. S. Marshal Xavier North ar­ 
rested the man yesterday and 
identified him as Tommaso Ar­ 
genta, 59, convicted in absentia in 
the killing of Giovanni Cammilleri 
at Ioppolo cm the island of Sicily. 
Donald F. Miller, chief of Lima 
police, said the man was picked 
up during a disturbance at a 
tavern. The chief said he identified 
him as Argenta through a photo­ 
graph and that the man had admit­ 
ted that was his name. He had 
been using a different name in 
Lima. 
Hie arrest was on a federal war- 
rent issued by the U. S. govern­ 
ment at the request of the Italian 
government. The Italian govern­ 
ment tried Argenta and ll others 
tor the murder in 1931 although 
he was not present at the trial. 
Argenta and one other person 
were sentenced to life in prison. 
Cammilleri was described as a 
land owner who resisted a “gang­ 
ster system” on the island. He 
was killed June 3, 1922. 
Hie Italians seek to extradite 
the arrested man.

Ohio River’s 
Flooding Fury 
Almost Spent 


Cleanup Job Starts 
In $13 Million Loss; 
Thousands Homeless 


LOUISVILLE, K y . LB—Hie Ohio 
River, its flooding fury almost 
spent, was expected ta crest to­ 
day from two ta eight feet above 
flood level at several points down­ 
stream from Louisville. 
Meanwhile, upstream to Pitts­ 
burgh, a major cleanup job had 
begun at points where the ram­ 
paging river inflicted damage es­ 
timated at 13 million dollars and 
left thousands homeless. 
No further major destruction was 
foreseen as the flood waters, worst 
since April, 1948, drifted toward 
Cairo, HI., where the Ohio dumps 
into the Mississippi River. 
Hie Louisville district of the 
U.S. Corps of Engineers predicted 
crests today at Tell City, Cannel­ 
ton, and Evansville, Ind., and at 
Hawesville, Owensboro, and Hen­ 
derson, Ky. 
Hie Weather Bureau said the 
river would be back within its 
banks by Tuesday. 
No rains of any consequence are 
forecast the next day or two, so 
the fall should be rapid. 
The crest at Louisville reached 
36.8 feet, 8.8 feet above flood level. 
Col. W. D. Milne, district en­ 
gineer, said the preliminary dam­ 
age from Madison, Ind., to Clover­ 
port, Ky., was one million dollars. 
He said the damage was to river­ 
front buildings, houses and person­ 
al property, but very little to land 
since no crops were in. 
At Carrollton, Ky., one of the 
few river cities without floodwall 
protection, several hundred per­ 
sons were forced from their homes. 
Catlettsburg, Ky., one of the 
hardest hit cities in the valley, 
made a plea to Kentucky senators 
for floodwall protection. The city of 
5,000 suffered an estimated half­ 
million dollars damage in the flood 
this week. 
Henderson Asks 
Classification Of 
6Critical? Areas 
WASHINGTON UR—Rep. Hender­ 
son (R-Ohio) has asked th* Labor 
Department to determine whether 
all seven counties in Ohio's 15th 
Congressional District should be 
classified as '’critical unemploy­ 
ment” sectors. 
Four of the counties in Hender­ 
son’s district already have been 
placed in that category. They are 
Guernsey, 
Noble, 
Monroe 
and 
Washington counties. 
In a letter to the department 
yesterday, Henderson asked wheth­ 
er the remaining counties—Perry, 
Morgan and Muskingum—should 
not also be placed in the “critical 
unemployment” category. 
That designation means an area 
has at least six per cent of its labor 
force out of work. Firms in areas 
so designated are allowed to bid 
on extra defense contracts. New 
defense plant construction is of­ 
fered the incentive of five-year tax 
write-offs. 
Henderson said a survey of 
Muskingum County unemployment 
already is under way and he has 
asked for a similar survey in Perry 
and Morgan counties.
